The overall process and 
transition of entering college 
for the first time can feel both 
dramatic and exciting. Stu- 
dents undergo many changes 
and by default, experience 
many "first" moments, includ- 
ing being eligible to vote. 

For many students at 
Kansas State University, the 
upcoming elections - which 
close today - will be the first 
time they can vote. This new 
ability encourages students to 
become fully engaged citizens 
in the issues at stake and 
allows them an opportunity to 
truly make a difference. 

Some, however, believe 
the amount of students that 
will participate in the elections 
will be mediocre at best - like 
Erin Woods, sophomore in 
pre-joumalism and mass com- 
munications. 

Low student turnout 

Woods, who worked as 
Gov. Sam Brownback's 1st 
District field director in his 
reelection campaign this year, 
is worried that students are not 
showing enough interest in 



participating in the elections 
"If I had to guesstimate 
the amount of students I think 
will vote, I would say less 
than 30 percent," Woods said. 

Woods' prediction stems 
from her time running an 
election booth in the K-State 
Student Union. She said stu- 
dents who did show an interest 
in the elections were hard to 
come by and other students 
seemed to be at a total loss 
about the elections in general. 

Trenton Kennedy, fresh- 
man in political science and 
business management, agreed 
with Woods that students 
are either very interested or 
not interested at all in the 
campaigns. 

"From what I've seen, it's 
either one extreme or the oth- 
er," Kennedy said. "You either 
care about it and you're really 
invested in it or you think it 
doesn't really matter." 

Kennedy was able to 
draw this conclusion after also 
working an election booth in 
the Union. As the campus co- 
ordinator for Sen. Pat Roberts, 
Kennedy has the opportunity 
to hear firsthand the issues 
students feel to be extremely 
important for these particular 
elections. 



Woods and Kennedy 
said social education and 
agriculture seem to be the top 
concerns of students for this 
particular election. 

"A big thing is education 
and you see that a lot in the 
governor's race," Kennedy 
said. 

Kennedy said education is 
a concern for students because 
it directly affects them. He 
also said agriculture is a heavy 
concern, especially in this 
area, because many Kansas 
students were raised with or 
are familiar with agriculture. 

Fear of voting 

Despite these being big 
concerns of students, Kennedy 
and Woods alike still said 
they feel students will neglect 
their voting rights. Part of this 
reason, according to Kennedy, 
stems from a sense of fear 
among young voters. 

"I think kids our age 
are scared to vote because 
they just don't know what 
the process is and they don't 
know the candidates as well as 
they would want to," Kennedy 
said. 

Daniel Vogt, junior in 
construction science and man- 



agement, said he doesn't like 
to vote for the exact reasons 
that Kennedy pointed out. 

"As a student that's really 
busy with my school work 
and obligations, I don't feel 
like I have enough knowledge 
about the elections to make an 
educated vote," Vogt said. 

Research candidates 

Eleanor Dickens, junior in 
anthropology, political science 
and international studies, said 
students should dig deeper by 
researching the candidates and 
their policies in order to make 
an informed decision. 

"My advice to voters 
would be to not listen to the 
political ads that you see and 
to make your own opinion 
based on the raw facts that 
you can find," Dickens said. 



"Both parties will portray 
things about themselves and 
their opponents that might be 
an exaggeration of the truth." 

According to Woods, stu- 
dents should do more research 
about current policies and 
issues to ensure that they are 
voting correctly. 

"If people aren't doing 
appropriate research then they 
might not be able to pick the 
candidate that is best in line 
with their views," Woods said. 

Knowledge is answer 

Dickens advises students, 
much like Vogt, to try their 
best to make time to gain 
knowledge about the elections 
and the candidates in order to 
fix this problem. 

"Even though this time in 
our life is one of the busiest. 



and in a lot of ways the most 
confusing, I just encourage 
everyone to try to set some 
time aside to learn more and 
understand the importance of 
voting," Dickens said. 

Dickens, along with Ken- 
nedy and Woods, all agree that 
voting is an essential tool that 
students must start learning to 
utilize better. To see an impact 
in policies, such as those of 
education and agriculture, 
students must take a stand for 
what they believe in order to 
better the world for tomorrow. 

"Use your resources - go 
online and look at voting re- 
cords," Kennedy said. "Read 
biographies and seek out the 
answers yourself. We are the 
generation that has the most 
potential to impact a large 
group of people."

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Comment section is a useless, over-glorified peanut gallery

The comment section on Inter- 
net articles is the most useless part 
of the Internet. While those of us 
may joke about the terrible things 
that happen in the deep dark comers 
of the Internet, the comment section 
sits right out in the open and winks 
at everyone. 

Often when talking about the 
place where sanity and civility goes 
to die, I think of Godwin's Law. It's a 
theory about how comment sections 
work.

"The traditional media have a 
more refined awareness of the lack 
of control over their content once 
it's out there," said Godwin, while 
being interviewed after sitting on a 
congressional panel about the right 
to be forgotten. "But for people who 
weren't in professional journalism, 
they haven't had to grapple with it." 

In the short run, it's just one 
more tech guru saying "be careful 
what you post online, kids." People 
thinking about what they say onHne 



could potentially do some good for 
the Internet and more importantly, 
us users. Comment sections deride 
the world all over. For everyone that 
says the comment section provides 
a crucial medium for free speech, 
I'm willing to bet more are going to 
swear that it's useless. 

Nick Denton, founder of Gawk- 
er Media, said that the notion the In- 
ternet brought with it the interactive 
aspect between writer and reader 
doesn't work at all. 

"The idea of capturing the in- 
telligence of the readership, that's a 
joke," said Denton speaking to CNN 
at South By Southwest Interactive. "I 
don't like going into the comments. 
For every two that are interesting, 
and even if they are critical you want 
to engage with them, there will be 
eight that are off-topic or just toxic." 

Articles like "Comment Sec- 
tions are Poison" from The Guardian 
point out the real crux of the argu- 
ment. These portals for the prolif- 
eration and pontificating of phony 
logic and phantasmagorical insights 



still exist. Since they don't work and 
don't promote good arguments, there 
isn't a real reason to keep them. 

I also really chuckle at the sug- 
gestions that comment sections can 
be useful if just properly moderated. 
It's not my place to be out job-killing 
but who would want the job of hav- 
ing to dig through the filth? 

And I find people self-reporting 
as useful as it is in online games. For 
instance, I love how in Halo, if you 
leave a match because your team- 
mates enjoy the practice of team-kill- 
ing you, they can report you for be- 
ing unsporting. See, you have to stick 
around long enough for the game to 
think it's uncool for it to give you 
the option to kick the offending par- 
ty from the game. Lots of comment 
sections allow other people to flag or 
downvote offensive comments, but 
they don't disappear completely. 

As for the rest of the Internet, 
with the ability to create free profiles, 
there is nothing to stop people from 
signing up again, especially if they 
are inclined to troll because now they 



know people get upset. That gives 
them targets. There is no common 
decency. Or do I need to remind peo- 
ple about how trolls targeted Robin 
Williams' family after his passing? 
Or the ongoing Internet disaster 
GamerGate? 

It's not like this will deprive any- 
one of a means of commenting on 
stories online. In the old days we had 
the letter to the editor; now we just 
have email. What we are depriving 
people of the ability to have a front 
row seat in ruining someone's day 
and everyone else from having to see 
what the curious cat dragged in from 
the depths of the Internet.

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Students share opinions on why voting matters, who to vote for

It is that time of year 
again. You can't drive down 
the street without seeing the 
signs, or turn on the radio 
without hearing the commer- 
cials. 

It is time for elections. 

Living in a college town, it 
can be easy to forget that other 
things are happening outside 
of Manhattan. According to 
the Center for Information and 
Research on Civic Learning 



and Engagement, only 20.5 
percent of the eligible Kansas 
voters ages 18-29 voted in the 
2010 midterm elections. 

Joe Tinker, junior in psy- 
chology has been a registered 
voter in the state of Kansas for 
a little over two years. 

"I registered to vote be- 
cause it is crucial that we are 
all active participants in our 
local and national govern- 
ment," Tinker said. "It is im- 
portant we choose qualified 
and trustworthy individuals to 
represent us." 

Although some of the is- 
sues being voted on may not 



directly affect the students in 
our community, Jessica Van 
Ranken, sophomore in politi- 
cal science and business, said 
she finds it important that vot- 
ers of all ages cast their vote. 

"Voting at any age is in- 
credibly important because 
any issue that doesn't directly 
affect me surely affects some- 
one who deserves to be repre- 
sented," Van Ranken said. 

Many students register 
themselves to vote for differ- 
ent reasons. Some choose to 
simply because it is considered 
a perk of turning 18. Others, 
such as Carl Bowden, senior in 



wildlife conservation biology, 
want their opinion to matter. 

"I registered myself to 
vote because I know that every 
voice matters," Bowden said. 
"Being an active voter gives 
you the right to state your 
opinion and have a voice in 
our government." 

But political advertising 
can make it hard to tell who 
the better candidate actually is. 

"While it is very easy to 
get pulled into the sleazy 'he 
said, she said' games, I try to 
look past the public stunts and 
critically analyze each candi- 
date using firsthand and unbi- 



ased accounts of their charac- 
ter and political ideologies," 
Tinker said. 

A major part of becom- 
ing a registered voter is de- 
veloping your own political 
opinions. Though these can 
be touchy subjects, students 
should be exploring and devel- 
oping their viewpoints now. 

"I like to look at how can- 
didates have voted in the past 
on issues about which I care, 
and stay updated on their plans 
to serve citizens if elected," 
Van Ranken said. "I try to 
read the news from a variety 
of sources so I'm not over- 



ly swayed by the bias of one 
side." 

Although politics may not 
be the most interesting topic 
to every college student, it can 
be beneficial to learn about the 
people who will be represent- 
ing and making decisions for 
you. 

"Educating ourselves on 
critical issues and voting are 
two simple yet powerful ways 
to engage in public decision 
making," Tinker said. "By be- 
coming socially conscious citi- 
zens , we can affect real change 
and create a better society for 
years to come."

Local fire costs $20,000 in losses Several campus buildings need phone repairs 



Last Saturday at 8:37 a.m., the 
Manhattan Fire Department respond- 
ed to a report of smoke coming out of 
a house on Frey Drive, according to 
KM AN 1350. 

The fire department located the 
source of the fire and cleared the 
scene at approximately 11:50 a.m. 



The cause of the fire is still unde- 
termined, though the investigation 
is ongoing. It is believed to be acci- 
dental. 

Total losses are estimated to be 
$20,000: $10,000 in structural dam- 
age and $10,000 in damage to con- 
tents. 



According to K-State Today, 10 buildings on the 
south end of campus will experience phone outages start- 
ing Friday after 5 p.m. and ending sometime this week- 
end. 

In August, a water pipe broke and damaged an un- 
derground phone cable on campus. Since then, there have 
been reports of dead phone lines and loud static on phones. 

All Faiths Chapel, Anderson Hall, Beach Museum of 



Art, Calvin Hall, Fairchild Hall, Holtz Hall, Kedzie Hall, 
McCain Auditorium, McCain Hall, Nichols Hall and 
Thompson Hall will be affected by the repairs. 

Only 25 phones will be out of service at a time. Net- 
work and telecommunications services, as well as AT&T 
will work on splicing the new underground cable a little 
bit at a time, bringing the 25 lines back up before shutting 
down the next 25.

Although it was an ex- 
hibition game and 
the opening game for 
K-State women's coach Jeff 
Mittie, his team had a regu- 
lar-season-game kind of fin- 
ish Monday night. 

Facing a 50-49 deficit 
with 23 seconds left, for- 
ward Breanna Lewis sunk a 
free throw after a layup and 
foul, giving K-State the lead 
for good. The sophomore led 
all scorers with 14 points and 
eight rebounds in the 54-50 
exhibition victory over Em- 
poria State. 

Offense was tough to 
come by as neither team built 
a lead greater than four points 
throughout the contest. In the 
first half, K-State shot just 
9-for-29 (31 percent) from 
the field while Emporia State 
went into the break at just a 
7-for-34 (21 percent) mark. 



"At the beginning of 
the game I felt a little bit of 
frustration from missing a 
few early shots," Lewis said 
of her individual struggles. "I 
just tried to clear my head as 
the game went on and start 
over each time and started 
playing better towards the 
end." 

Mittie was vocal in his 
disappointment toward the 
offensive numbers, pin-point- 
ing issues with field goal per- 
centage and free throws. 

The Wildcats shot just 
14-30 (46.7 percent) from the 
free throw line, including a 
2-for-lO performance in the 
first half. 

"We struggled all night 
offensively," Mittie said. "We 
had some easy plays that we 
just could not make, but we 
will take it. We will take a 
look at the film and get better 
tomorrow." 

Emporia State was led 
by freshman guard Addie 
Lackey who went 6-for-13 
from the field, scoring 17 



points. The Lady Hornets 
also finished with 14 assists 
to K-State 's five total as well 
as out-rebounding Mittie 's 
squad 45-37. 

"You have two soph- 
omores and a freshman up 
here on the stage with me," 
Mittie siad. "We have got 
some youth that we have to 
fight through, but they had a 
good look to them. Emporia 
did some really good stuff to 
us, which is really good for us 
to have to battle through." 

The Lady Hornets' 
looked to give the final punch 
with 3 -pointers from Lackey 
and guard Kyrstie Miller, but 
the Wildcats persevered with 
key rebounding in the final 
minutes of the game. 

Down the final stretch, 
veteran backcourt leadership 
guided the win as sophomore 
guard Kindred Wesemann 
and senior guard Haley Texa- 
da orchestrated the offense in 
the final 30 seconds. 

"Offensively, I thought 
we got frustrated and that af- 



fected our energy on the de- 
fensive end," Mittie said. "I 
thought our leadership from 
Texada and Wesemann was 
good at the end of the game." 

With nine seconds left, 
starting freshman guard and 
Salina, Kansas native Shae- 
lyn Martin helped ice the 
game with two crucial free 
throws. 

"I thought she earned it," 
Mittie said of awarding Mar- 
tin with the start. "She comes 
in every day and works hard 
and has looked really good in 
our scrimmages." 

Martin said nerves and 
comfort were not an issue as 
she stepped to the free-throw 
line to seal the victory for the 
Wildcats. 

"I actually felt pretty 
secure," Martin said. "I have 
developed a great bond with 
my teammates. I did not feel 
like I had any pressure. We 
know how to take care of one 
another as a team and the old- 
er girls led me through it till 
the end."
